REPORT OF THE COUNCIL, 1961 


Although the outstanding event of the past year has been the Society’s first 
symposium, the main preoccupation has been to maintain the Society’s regular activities 
in the face of generally rising costs. The detailed account which follows may perhaps 
be allowed to speak for itself. 


The number of Fellows continues to rise steadily. Four new Honorary Fellows were 
elected during the year and the addition of 79 new Ordinary Fellows, offset by the loss 
of 52 by death, resignation and the non-payment of subscriptions (Bye-Law XVI (3)) 
means that the Fellowship now stands at 1403 (1376),* an increase of 27 (28) for the 
year. Council regrets to report the death of one Honorary Fellow, Dr. Sheffield Neave, 
who was the Society’s Honorary Secretary for 25 years and President in 1934-35. Dr. 
Neave played a large part in shaping the Society’s affairs after the first World War 
when it acquired and moved into its present premises. Details of the losses and the 
present state of the Fellowship are given in Appendix I. 

The Society’s first symposium on Insect Polymorphism took place as arranged on 
20th-21st September. The attendance of over 200 was more than could be accommodated 
in the Society’s own meeting room and arrangements were made to hold the meeting 
in the Hall of the Students’ Union Building of the Imperial College of Science. 


It gave the Society great pleasure to welcome the gathering of distinguished speakers, 
including two from the United States, whose participation was made possible by travel 
grants from the National Science Foundation, Washington. A large proportion of those 
attending came from a distance. The Society’s decision to hold symposia was prompted 
by the need to promote the coherence of entomology in the face of increasing specialisa- 
tion ; it was felt that the many facetted controversial subject of polymorphism would 
be a rewarding subject and Council ventures to hope that the possibility of linking the 
various approaches is now less remote. The Society is grateful to the convenor, 
Dr. J. 8. Kennedy, who gave much time and thought to the content and arrangement 
of the programme, to the Chairmen of the Sessions, and to many others who helped to 
make the symposium possible. 

The volume containing the papers read at the meeting and tbe discussions ensuing 
was published on 15th December under the editorship of Dr. Kennedy. The next 
symposium is planned for 1963 and will, it is hoped, deal with a subject of equally 


broad appeal. 

The usual ten Ordinary Meetings were held during the year, when the average 
attendence was 80, compared with 103 in the previous year. Attendance at individual 
meetings fluctuated between 56 and 111, depending largely on the breadth of the appeal 


* The numbers in brackets are the corresponding figures for 1960, 
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of the papers given. The very specialised contributions, with a limited appeal, are 
important in themselves and must have a place in our activities. 


Publication continues to be the main activity of the Society. It is, of course, the 
one from which all Fellows benefit equally, and was maintained at approximately the 
same level as in the prevous year. The fourteen papers which comprised volume 113 
of the Transactions appeared at intervals during the year and the Proceedings were 
continued in the usual three series. 


No part of the Handbook series was available in time for publication in 1961 but it is 
hoped that at least two parts will appear in the coming year. It is also hoped to include 
in the Handbook series a second edition of the Check List of British Insects. This will 
be issued in four parts over a period of years. 


A list of Fellows as at Ist January, 1961, was issued in the spring. 


Synoptic details of the number of papers published and the subjects dealt with are 
set out in Appendix II. 


In the Library the number of books lent to Fellows and institutions was 1981 
(2189). These loans include 77 to the National Central Library, 221 to other libraries and 
7 to the Association of Special Libraries and Information Bureaux. The total number 
of borrowers was 949 (1012). Some progress has been made with binding. The cost 
of maintaining the library and accommodating the growing volume of literature is, 
however, one of the major problems of the Society. 


The Council acknowledges with gratitude the services rendered by the members of 
the committees which deal with the various aspects of the Society’s work, the Finance 
and House Committee, under the chairmanship of Professor D. 8. Bertram, the Publica- 
tion and Library Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. R. G. Davies, the Con- 
servation Committee, under the chairmanship of Mr. R. B. Benson, and the Symposium 
Committee under the chairmanship of Dr. J. 8. Kennedy. 


Early in the year, the Council of the Society set up a sub-committee under the 
chairmanship of Mr. H. Oldroyd, to overhaul the Bye-Laws, particularly in regard to 
the machinery for the election of Officers and Council The sub-committee took the 
opportunity of preparing a revised draft of the complete Bye-Laws, which had suffered 
from piecemeal alteration over the years. The draft has been approved by Council and 
will be presented to Fellows at a Special Meeting it is hoped to call in the spring. Council 
is grateful to Mr. Oldroyd and the other members who served on this subcommittee. 


It gave the Society great pleasure to send a message of greeting to the Hungarian 
Entomological Society on the occasion of its 50th Anniversary in March. 


_ The Society was guest Society and provided an exhibit at the Annual Conversazione 
in June of the London Branch of the Institute of Biology. 


The Society was invited by the Council of Management of Biological and Medical 
Abstracts to appoint a representative to serve on their Advisory Committee to consider 
the publication of an Index Biologicus or Current List of Biological Literature, intended 
to overcome the time lag between original publication and the appearance and indexing 
of abstracts. Mr. R. G. Davies kindly agreed to act in this capacity. 


The President, Mr. J. Balfour-Browne and Mr. P. F. Mattingly represented 
Society at the Norwich Meeting of the British Association. aa pals 


The Society’s tenants, the Mineralogical Society and the Institute of Biology, with 
its sub-tenant, the Council for Nature, continue to occupy the upper floors of the Society’s 
house. Their leases will, however, expire in September 1962, and when negotiating new 
tenancy agreements the Society hopes to retain one of the rooms on the third floor for 
its own use. In addition to providing the extra space the Society expects to need over 
the next five years, this should make possible, at the end of the coming year, some 
rearrangement of the furniture in the main library so that the central bookcase eh be 


removed. The library will then be both more attractive and more convenient on social 
occasions. 
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Council would like to conclude by expressing its appreciation of the help received 
from other societies, particularly by the loan of books from their libraries and by the 
benefit of their experience on specific points. 


During the year 1961 the Society has lost 52 (48) Fellows.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


_This is my first report as Treasurer and covers the year ended 31st December, 1961. 
With it I present the audited accounts, certified by Messrs. W. B. Keen & Co., who have 
verified our investments and bank balances. 


I do not propose to review last year’s finances in detail, but rather to try to give you 
a clear picture of the general financial position of our Society. 


When I prepared my budget early last year no amount of optimism could make 
estimated income balance unavoidable expenditure. In fact the only way I could do 
this was by drawing on the Library Fund to meet the day to day running expenses of 
the library which are usually carried by current income, the Library Fund being 
normally reserved for purchasing library furniture, equipment, and expensive rare 
works. 


On the General Fund, house expenses were maintained at about the same level as 
in the previous year. Office and meeting expenses were up by some £500, largely 
explained by increases in salaries and National Insurance, but also including £200 
which, with Council’s agreement, was apportioned to the cost of running the Sym- 
posium. In September we had to face another increase in printing costs, and the cost 
of printing and distributing the Journals is about £400 higher than last year. Half of 
this was the cost of publishing a new list of Fellows. 


Efforts were made to keep the library expenditure within the £500 drawn from the 
Library Fund, but this was in fact exceeded by £73, which the General Fund has had 
to carry. 

The cost of the Symposium is not included in the expenditure account and I shall 
say more about this later. 

On the income side of the General Fund, income from subscriptions increased by 
nearly £300, partly attributable to a steady increase in the Fellowship and partly to a 
drive to collect arrears of subscriptions. Sales of the Transactions and Proceedings 
were at practically the same level as in the previous year, as also was our income from 
tenants. Interests and dividends are higher and I propose to comment on this later. 


The net result, after adding £200 to the Repairs Fund, which is the minimum we 
must set aside each year for the upkeep and redecoration of our premises, shows an 
excess of income over expenditure, after accomplishing what we set out to do, of £216. 
I have returned this sum to the Library Fund to replace part of the £500 withdrawn. 
So, by taking nearly £300 from the Library Fund, we have been able to meet our 
expenses. Had it not been for the devoted efforts of our Registrar, Miss Evans, and her 
staff to increase the Society’s income and to economise wherever possible, there would 
certainly have been a much greater deficit. 

I want to say something about our investments, the income from which, except in 
the case of two Trust Funds, is used for current expenses. The last time a major change 
was made in the distribution of the Society’s investments was about seven years ago. 
Since then the capital value of Gilt-Edged stocks has fallen still further. Investment in 
Equity stocks can, with certain safeguards, give some protection against inflation. I, 
therefore, thought it wise to ask our stockbrokers for advice. They recommended 
selling about £12,000 of British Government stocks and reinvesting the proceeds 
(£8,400) mainly in Public Boards and Industrial Debentures, to improve the Society s 
income. They also advised certain changes in the Equities section to broaden its base 
and to keep pace with current commercial trends, and the placing of reserve money, not 
immediately required, on deposit with a Finance House at a high interest rate. These 
changes, having been approved by Council, were effected in July, and the details can 
be seen in the balance sheet. They seem to have been justified as our income from in- 
vestments and deposits was £180 more than last year. even though the re-investments had 


less than six months effect.

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The sum realised by selling the Gilt-Edged stocks was, of course, considerably less 
than the Society originally paid for them. The loss is made apparent in this year’s 
balance sheet, although it has been going on steadily over the years. The market value 
shown for our investments is now more realistic. 

In addition to these capital Funds, the Society holds separately, as Trust Funds, the 
Westwood and Hamilton Druce Bequests, the income from which has to be devoted 
specifically to illustrating the Transactions and to the Library. These Trust Fund 
investments have not been changed. 

In the general balance sheet our investments, which I propose shall in future be 
reviewed annually, are valued at over £25,000. The stock of publications, the freehold 
premises and the Library, the Society’s other main capital assets, are not valued. 


Now, I would like to say something about our various special funds. 


Handbook Fund 


No part of this Series was published last year, but £172 was spent on reprinting 
earlier parts. Income from sales of this series was £736 and the Fund now stands at 
£1,157, a satisfactory sum. Work is in progress on two parts now in the press. 


Repairs and Improvements Fund 


This now stands at £1,434. Repair and redecoration of the outside of the Society’s 
house is now due and the inside will have to be dealt with fairly soon. 


Inbrary Fund 


This Fund, as I mentioned earlier, was drawn on to help with current expenditure. 
During the year Council decided to sell the Society’s holding of the Journal of the Royal 
Microscopical Society and the proceeds, £215, were credited to the Library Fund, which 
now stands at £1,247. 


Contingencies Fund 


Although at one time it was felt that this money might be used to finance the 
Symposium, I did not think it wise to do so, because it was set up to meet unexpected 
demands on the Society for which no other money was readily available, rather than 
to pay fora major, planned activity. The Fund was not drawn upon at all during the 
year and still has a balance of £837. 


Symposium 


The Symposium cost the Society £1,179 including the £200 of office expenses ap- 
portioned to it but excluding the cost of bringing the two American speakers across the 
Atlantic, which as you have heard in Council’s Report was borne by the United States 
National Science Foundation, to whom we are very grateful. If we take this expense 
into consideration, as I feel we should, then the cost of the type of Symposium we had 
this year would be about £1,800. Income to the 3lst December was £352, leaving an 
excess of expenditure over income of £827. We have no Symposium Fund as such 
and this amount has been carried forward in the balance sheet as a debt. Income from 
sales of the recently published Symposium Volume will be set against this debt and, if 
the Society continues to organise Symposia and they eventually show a profit as I 
think they should, I hope to set up a separate Fund. I have purposely shown the 
Symposium accounts in this way so that we can see what they cost. 


Our Special Funds are thus in a satisfactory state, for which we must thank my 
predecessor in this office, Dr. Hickin. There is money available to continue the activi- 
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ties for which they provide. Nevertheless, as my predecessor warned Fellows in his 
Reports, the balance between income and expenditure is moving from the precarious to 
the adverse. 

The income of the Society depends greatly on the sale of its Transactions and Pro- 
ceedings, including back volumes. Although demand for back volumes continues, it 
shows signs of falling off. Last year, despite economies, our income failed to balance 
our expenditure. This is almost certain to be repeated this year. In order that we 
may even maintain our activities in the face of rising costs, particularly of printing, 
without drawing on our capital and so reducing investment income, it seems clear that 
we require an extra assured income of about £2,000 a year, which can, so far as I can 
see, only be obtained by increasing the subscription. I am sorry that my first report 
should have to end on this note. 

I now place the accounts before you. They have been approved by Council and will, 
with your approval, be printed in the Proceedings. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S REMARKS 


LapIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


During the year 1961 we learned with great regret of the loss to the Society of one 
Honorary Fellow and eight Ordinary Fellows by death. 


You have already heard that our Honorary Fellow, Dr. SHerrienp Atrny NeEAveE, 
C.M.G., O.B.E., M.A., D.Sc., passed away on new year’s eve at the age of 82. He became 
a Fellow in 1903 and served the Society well in manifold ways; first on Council in 
1916-18, then as Honorary Secretary over the long period 1919 to 1933, when he be- 
came President from 1934-5, and it was he who formally admitted me to the Fellowship. 
He was elected to Honorary Fellowship in 1945 in recognition of his great services to 
Entomology. His career had many highlights. From Eton he went to Magdalen 
College, Oxford, where he gained a blue for athletics. After graduating he went out 
to Africa for almost ten years, first as Naturalist on the Geodetic Survey of Northern 
Rhodesia from 1904-5, then as entomologist to study tsetse flies for the Katanga 
Sleeping Sickness Commission from 1906-8 and finally, for four years, he was working 
for the Entomological Research Committee of Tropical Africa until his return to England 
in 1914. 

In Africa he had rich experience of tropical life and collected and observed insects 
assiduously. He published a number of papers, chiefly on blood-sucking flies, during 
this productive period and gained the degree of D.Sc., in 1918, and his fine collections 
are preserved partly in London and partly in Oxford. 


In 1914 Dr. Neave became Assistant Director of the then Bureau of Entomology, 
which grew into the Commonwealth Institute of Entomology. He at once took over 
the editorship of the newly established Review of Applied Entomology. Had this been 
his major achievement it would have ranked as considerable ; however he also provided 
another essential bibliographical tool for which entomologists will always be grateful 
to him in the four volume Nomenclator Zoologicus published in 1939-40. As Director of 
the Institute, in succession to Sir Guy Marshall, from 1942-46 he was responsible for 
the Insecta part of the Zoological Record, and edited the Bulletin of Entomological Research. 
He was awarded the O.B.E. in 1933 and C.M.G. in 1941. 


Dr. Neave’s wise councils were much in demand and from 1942-52 he was Honorary 
Secretary of the Zoological Society of London. He was also Chairman of the World 
List of Scientific Periodicals. There can be few, if any, entomologists who have not 
benefited from his devoted work which has so greatly eased the still difficult biblio- 
graphical problems which we all encounter. Those who knew him personally will 
treasure memories of his gruff humour, his sympathy and sound judgment. 


Water Doucias Hincxs, D.Sc., M.P.S., was born in 1906 in Melton Mowbray 
but it was in the Leeds Naturalists’ Club that he first made his mark in Entomology 
whilst he was studying at the Leeds College of Pharmacy. Collecting insects of many 
orders in his spare time, he became particularly interested in beetles and he and J. R. 
Dibb decided to study the Passalidae and obtained material from many parts of the 
world by correspondence. Soon they had amassed a very large collection which was 
later presented to the Leeds Museum, where it was largely destroyed by fire during the 
war. Having become a world authority on the Passalidae as a result of a long series 
of carefully written papers, Hincks turned his attention to other little studied families 
of beetles, to the Dermaptera and Orthoptera, various groups of Diptera and to the 
Fairy Flies amongst the Parasitic Hymenoptera. 


He was an active member of the Yorkshire Naturalists’ Union and of the North 
Western Naturalists’ Union and served on the Councils of both. In 1930 he became 


a Fellow of this Society of London, was Vice-President in 1953 and served on the Council 
from 1952-54. 
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In 1942 he agreed to join forces with G. 8. Kloet of Wilmslow and together they 
produced the monumental Check List of British Insects which appeared in 1945 after 
many tribulations. This work has had a profound influence on British Entomology. 
As a book of reference it is much consulted and by laying bare the deficiencies in the 
classification of British Insects it has done a lot to stimulate taxonomic research. 
This Society has agreed to assist in the publication of a new edition and is now taking 
steps to see that others will finish the revision he so ably started. ‘ 


During the war Hincks helped in the Rook Survey organised through the Agri- 
cultural Research Council by examining the crop contents of innumerable birds, and 
managed also to find time to arrange the entomological collections in the York Museum. 
The fascination of this task led him to apply for the post of Keeper of Entomology at 
the Manchester Museum and he moved across the Pennines in 1947 and abandoned 
pharmacy. 


_ There, with the resources of the University Library to supplement his own library, 
his research output increased and he published many papers on Dermaptera, on Pas- 
salids, Chrysomelids and Cassidids, and on Rhysodids, Mymarids and Belytids in the 
Hymenoptera. 

Manchester University conferred on him the degree of M.Sc., and a D.Sc. soon 
followed in 1954. 


He was the leading spirit in organising collecting parties to various special localities, 
such as Spurn Head, Malham and Freshfield, which greatly extended knowledge of the 
distribution of British insects and brought to light a not inconsiderable number of 
species new to Britain, or even new to science. 


He was also a very keen member of the local natural history and entomological 
societies and had a big influence on their activities. 


His death as a comparatively young man at what should have been the height of 
his most productive period as a scientist has been a severe blow to British Entomology. 


Joun Hewitt was born in 1881 in England, and became a Fellow of the Society in 
1913. He spent some years in Sarawak and became Director of the Museum at Kuching. 
In 1908 he went to South Africa and accepted the post of Director of the Albany Museum, 
Grahamstown, in 1910, where he remained until his retirement in 1958. 


Dr. Hewitt was a naturalist with wide interests and was an authority on the spiders, 
scorpions, amphibians and reptiles of South Africa. Among other honours received by 
Dr. Hewitt were the D.Sc.(honoris causa) conferred on him by the University of South 
Africa and the Senior Captain Scott Memorial Award in recognition of his outstanding 
contribution to science. At his funeral at Grahamstown the Society was represented 
by no less than six Fellows of the Society resident in South Africa. 


Mrs. Fiona Francesca SpRAGUE was well known to all users of the library of the 
Commonwealth Institute of Entomology, where she was Librarian from 1939-1954, and 
Editorial Assistant until her untimely death in May 1961. She became a Fellow of the 
Society in 1955. Her very extensive knowledge of the bibliography of entomology 
was always readily placed at the disposal of visitors and her help will be remembered 
with gratitude by many of us. 


Freperick Dennis GoLprnc, was born in 1897 and joined the Society in 1924. 
From Oundle he went up to Queen’s College, Cambridge, where he read science, in- 
cluding zoology, and subsequently became Senior Entomologist in Nigeria. 

He was especially interested in Orthoptera and published a large paper on Nigerian 
Acridids in our Transactions, Volume 99, in 1948. His collections remain in the Entomo- 
logical Laboratory at Ibadan. 
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J. D. Tickix was elected to the Society in 1949. He died in 1959 but notice of his 
death did not reach the Society until this year. 

He was by profession a schoolmaster but became very interested in beekeeping 
and was the first Fellow of the British Beekeepers’ Association. He had wide interests 
outside his beekeeping activities. 

In addition to serving as Chairman of Scarborough District of the Yorkshire Bee- 
keeping Association, he played a large part in the public life of the neighbourhood, 
being chairman of the Urban District Council as well as serving on many other bodies. 


Grorce McCarrney of Castle Douglas, Scotland, elected to the Society in 1947, 
Canon GrorGE Warkinson of Halifax, elected in 1921, and W. VauGuHan of Winnipeg, 
Canada, elected in 1904, also died during the year. They were never able to take any 
part in the life of the Society and I have been unable to discover anything of their 
entomological interests. 


The reports of the Council and Treasurer speak for themselves. The average atten- 
dance at the meetings over the last year has been somewhat lower than in previous years. 
If Fellows have any suggestions they would like to make regarding the meetings the 
Secretary would be happy to consider them. The practice of displaying exhibits at the 
back of the meeting room is not convenient and when the alterations to the brary are 
carried out it should be possible to display exhibits more suitably there, where Fellows 
will be able to inspect them at leisure, and more conveniently, during tea.
